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4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to disclose or suggest: (1) a reaction product comprising a 
melamine resin and the recited fluorinated polyoxetane-functionalized polyester-polyether resin 
containing pendent fluorinated moieties linked via ether linking groups (claiml6); (2) laminate 
and multilayer articles comprising a substrate and a coating wherein the coating comprises the 
reaction product of a melamine resin and the fluorinated polyoxetane-functionaUzed polyester- 
polyether resin pendent fluorinated moieties linked via ether linking groups (claim 8, 17); or (3) 
a method of forming said multilayer articles (claim 14). Specifically, HARGIS '951 fails to 
disclose the use of amino resins while the MALIK ET AL references fails to specifically disclose 
the formation of the recited fluorinated polyoxetane-functionalized polyester-polyether resin 
containing pendent fluorinated moieties linked via ether linking groups; WO *079 has a 
publication date of 09/10/1999, which is later than the effective date of 03/05/1998 for the 
present claims. 

The rejections under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) and 35 U.S.C. 103(a) in the previous Office 
Action have been withdrawn in view of Applicant's amendments filed 5/17/2007, establishing an 
effective filing date of 03/05/1998 for all present claims. 

Copending Application 10/492,572 has a filing date of 4/12/2004, which is later than the 
filing date of 2/5/2004 for the present Application.
